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Preface 


We here at the Appalachian Consortium are pleased to publish Beading, 
Writing, Region in conjunction with our Southern Highlands Institutes for 
Educators (SHIE). These Institutes, funded in-part by the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Humanities, are intended to acquaint regional elementary and 
secondary teachers with the history and culture of the Appalachian region and 
to provide ideas for incorporating these studies into their regular school 
curriculum. 

SHIE is a significant development in the continuing evolution of the Ap¬ 
palachian Consortium because it represents our commitment to young students 
of the region. We believe that all of the students in our service area should 
know about the unique Appalachian heritage and the events and individuals 
which make this history come to life. 

We recognize, however, that to reach our students we must first do 
everything within our power to assist area teachers. Only through their in¬ 
dividual interest, commitment and hard work can we meet this objective. Our 
first priority is assisting public school teachers in understanding our heritage 
and in developing curriculum and methods for integrating regional studies in¬ 
to their classes. 

To begin meeting this need we have assembled perhaps the finest group 
of Appalachian Scholars to work on a single project in the history of the Con¬ 
sortium. Jim Wayne Miller’s manuscript is an important ingredient in this pro¬ 
gram because it synthesizes a plethora of materials and resources which are 
available to the teacher. It also updates Dr. Miller’s previous Guide which was 
first published in 1978. 

The Southern Highlands Institutes and this manuscript are but two ex¬ 
amples of the Consortium’s commitment to regional studies in the public 
schools. Currently underway are curriculum projects, conferences, new publica¬ 
tions, and plans for future institutes. We hope that teachers will turn to the 
Consortium to assist with questions about Appalachia and become part of our 
regional studies network. 
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The Appalachian Consortium was a non-profit educational organization 
composed of institutions and agencies located in Southern Appalachia. From 
1973 to 2004, its members published pioneering works in Appalachian studies 
documenting the history and cultural heritage of the region. The Appalachian 
Consortium Press was the first publisher devoted solely to the region and many of 
the works it published remain seminal in the field to this day. 

With funding from the Andrew W. Mellon Foundation and the National 
Endowment for the Humanities through the Humanities Open Book Program, 
Appalachian State University has published new paperback and open access 
digital editions of works from the Appalachian Consortium Press.

Back around the turn of the century when he was trying to gather infor¬ 
mation about the Southern Highlands, Horace Kephart discovered, to his 
dismay, that very little had been written about the area we now know as Ap¬ 
palachia. Kephart could not find a single up-to-date magazine article describ¬ 
ing the land and people. Had he been seeking information about exotic places 
such as Timbuktu or Tenerife, Kephart said, he could have found it in abun¬ 
dance. But no library in America could provide him with a guide to the Southern 
Highlands, the “rooftop of America.” 

That situation soon changed, and Kephart had a hand in changing it by 
publishing, in 1913, Our Southern Highlanders. In 1921 John C. Campbell ap¬ 
pended a considerable bibliography to his The Southern Highlander and His 
Homeland. Campbell’s complaint, unlike Kephart’s, was not of a lack of infor¬ 
mation concerning Appalachia, but of myths and misinformation. More things 
were known about the Southern Highlands that were not true, Campbell wrote, 
than of any other part of the country. 

Understanding Appalachia is still impeded by myth, stereotype, and misin¬ 
formation. In recent years Harry Caudill has credibly maintained that the Ap¬ 
palachian mountain range is “the least understood and most maligned part 
of America.” But certainly if Kephart were seeking information about Ap¬ 
palachia today in any of the better libraries of the country, his complaint would 
more likely be of a bewildering abundance of materials, rather than of a lack 
of them. Berea College historian Dr. Richard Drake has published “A 
Bibliography of Appalachian Bibliographies” which lists 57 bibliographies com¬ 
piled since 1911. 

If Kephart were writing today he could draw on the following resources: 
the Weatherford-H ammond Mountain Collection at Berea College; The Southern 
Mountains: A Bibliography and Guide to Studies; Louise Boger's The Southern 
Mountaineer in Literature; Robert Munn’s Appalachian Bibliography; The 
Council of the Southern Mountains’ Bibliography of the Appalachian South; 
West Virginia University’s Appalachian Outlook, a quarterly up-date to Munn’s 
Appalachian Bibliography; the Bibliography of Southern Appalachia, edited 
by Charlotte T. Ross, published and distributed by the Appalachian Consor¬ 
tium Press. 

Our proper concern today cannot be with a lack of information about Ap¬ 
palachia. Books, journals, anthologies, tapes, and films concerning every aspect 
of life in the region are available. The need now is to concentrate on making 
known, throughout the Appalachian region, the existence and availability of 
all these materials. For when one visits the high school, municipal and county 
libraries of Appalachia, one is struck by the discrepancy between the abun¬ 
dance of available materials on Appalachia and the materials actually available 
in the libraries. In too many of our high school and community libraries, Kephart 
might still find more information about Timbuktu than about Appalachia. 

We may justifiably complain that the rest of the country misunderstands 
Appalachia. But if we compare the Appalachian collections of our high school, 
city and county libraries with those of similar libraries outside our region, we 
may be forced to admit that the rest of the country knows more about us than 
we know about ourselves.

Most of the writing about Appalachia is not readily available to Ap¬ 
palachian people. A story about flatboating on the Tennessee River in the 19th 
century suggests one of the reasons why this is so: flatboatmen taking a 
valuable cargo of products down the river by night watched lights along the 
riverbank to determine their progress downriver. They passed by a house where 
a great fire burned; they could see people dancing and hear fiddle music. Soon 
they passed another house, again with a great fire burning, people dancing, 
and fiddles playing. It must be a holiday, the flatboatmen thought; or maybe 
some great victory was the cause of all this celebration, but after they had pass¬ 
ed seven or eight houses, all with fires burning, and people dancing to—always 
the same—fiddle music, the flatboatmen realized they were caught in the 
notorious Boiling Pot, a swift eddy in the river near Chattanooga. Instead of 
going steadily downriver, they were going around and around in the dark, com¬ 
ing always past the same house on the bank, where a fire burned and people 
were dancing to fiddle music. —Much of the writing about Appalachia “cir¬ 
culates” like the flatboat and its cargo: while it seems to be progressing toward 
a destination, it is actually going around and around, in academic circles, 
repeatedly passing people but never touching their shores. This Checklist, Pur¬ 
chase Guide and Directory is intended to be used by librarians and teachers 
to help bring writing about Appalachia out of the academic Boiling Pot, to dock 
on shores where it will be available to greater numbers of people. 

Fortunately, we can cite notable successes resulting from this effort to make 
material concerned with Appalachia available to Appalachian people. With the 
aid of an ESEA Title II grant, Mrs. Elaine Duty, librarian at the John S. Bat¬ 
tle High School in Washington County, Virginia, created a Southern Ap¬ 
palachian Collection of over 500 titles in the categories of general works, 
philosophy, religion, social sciences, linguistics, pure sciences, applied sciences, 
arts and recreation, literature, history, fiction, and references works. In addi¬ 
tion to books, the collection includes journals (such as Appalachian Journal, 
Foxfire, Mountain Life & Work), maps, pamphlets, sheet music, paintings and 
pictures, dozens of disc and cassette recordings, slides, films and filmstrips. 
The collection is housed in a separate part of the library and identified as the 
Southern Appalachian Collection. A shelf list, with annual supplements, is 
available. The collection is made known to the community through an attrac¬ 
tive brochure which states that the collection may be used not only by the 
school’s students but also by all persons interested in the study of the Southern 
Appalachian heritage. Many people in the immediate community and from the 
surrounding area use the collection. 

Middle schools and high schools in West Virginia have been the 
beneficiaries of cooperation between the West Virginia Department of Educa¬ 
tion and Morris Harvey College (now the University of Charleston). The Ap¬ 
palachian Center at Morris Harvey College, working with the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education, developed and distributed educational materials relating 
to Appalachia. The Center prepared, as an aid to teachers and librarians, pur¬ 
chase guides, lists and catalogs of books and audio-visual materials which could 
be acquired by libraries to support curricular offerings in Appalachian history, 
culture, literature, and the arts. 

Every school and community library in the Appalachian region should 
have—and can have—an Appalachian collection like the one at the John S. Bat¬ 
tle High School. That collection, and the cooperation of Morris Harvey Col¬ 
lege with the West Virginia Department of Education, stand as examples to 
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ua—examples of ways in which we can undertake the important task of introduc¬ 
ing regional materials into every school and community library in Appalachia. 
Throughout the region more and more schools have introduced new courses 
dealing with various aspects of Appalachian history and culture, or are develop¬ 
ing units emphasizing Appalachia for already existing courses. Increasingly, 
adults in the region are continuing their educations, formally and informally. 
They are drawing on the resources of local schools and of municipal and coun¬ 
ty libraries as they pursue interests in genealogy, local and regional history, 
politics, economics, arts and crafts. Thus it is important that our libraries have 
adequate resources for interests and activities of the people they serve. 

Some teachers and administrators have reservations about the use of local 
and regional history and literature in curricular offerings. Might not these 
materials imply a relaxation of standards, a narrowing of interest, an aban¬ 
donment of the pursuit of excellence? The intent is just the opposite. Why, 
after all, do students excel? When Bill Moyers interviewed Kentucky novelist, 
poet and teacher Robert Penn Warren on Bill Moyers' Journal, Warren reported 
on the findings of a man who had directed the national Merit Scholarship Pro¬ 
gram and who had attempted to discover why students excel. He thought he 
might learn the answer by determining what Merit Scholars have in common. 
But he found, according to Warren, that Merit Scholars are a diverse group; 
that about the only thing they have in common is "an old grandfather, a teacher, 
someone who has made them feel valuable and valued.” Moyers asked then 
how one could create this sense of the valuable, unique self. Warren respond¬ 
ed: “By helping people to understand who they are and how they got to be 
the way they are.” 

Here Warren suggests, in essence, a curriculum which uses the humanities 
as a means of inspecting our lives, and not as an adornment or ornament. It 
is a curriculum which necessarily involves history and literature—local, regional, 
national and world history and literature—and thus is in no way narrow. To 
understand oneself, as R. G. Collin gw ood in The Idea of History explains, means 
knowing first, what it is to be human; secondly, what it is to be the kind of 
human being you are; and thirdly, what it is to be the kind of person you are 
and nobody else is. To the degree that people are different in one place, or at 
one time, and to the degree that forces and circumstances have operated to 
make them different, a curriculum can take locality and circumstance into ac¬ 
count. The curriculum not only should do this, it must if it is to help students 
toward an understanding not only of man in the abstract, but of man as a social 
creature and as a unique individual. Paying attention not only to what is taught, 
but also to where something is taught, and to whom, is one way a school and 
a teacher can make students feel "valuable and valued.” 

Through no fault of their own teachers and administrators have not been 
well-equipped to take locality into account in the schools. Teachers have had 
neither the materials nor the training required, though many have demonstrated 
admirable resourcefulness and ingenuity in the face of difficult obstacles. In 
most teacher training programs, according to J acob Getzels of the University 
of Chicago, “little differentiation has been made between prospective teachers 
for one locality and those for another. The distinctions in training and place¬ 
ment have all been made vertically, that is, between those who will teach in 
one age grade or another, and not horizontally, that is, between those who will 
teach the same grade hut in different localities.” 

This Checklist, Purchase Guide and Directoiy identifies materials and 
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resources for teachers, librarians and administrators interested in a horizontal 
approach to schooling; that is, in paying attention not only to what is taught, 
but to where it is taught and to whom. The materials and resources identified 
here can help bring a much-needed concreteness and realism to the teaching 
of American history and culture. The general editor of the Rivers of America 
Series, Constance Lindsay Skinner, maintains that the average American knows 
less and cares less about his country, its past and present in all the different 
regions, than any other nation. This is because, she says, “few have displayed 
to him the colors and textures of the original stuff of American life.” 

We should be concerned with teaching the history and culture of our dif¬ 
ferent regions not for the past’s sake, but for the sake of the present and future. 
A concrete view of the American land and people helps create individual self¬ 
understanding and self-esteem, as well as collective stability. Such a view 
counters the rootless uniformity of popular culture with the realization of rooted 
diversity. The cultural geographer Raymond Gastil points out that the more 
we know about our immediate place, its history and heritage, the more we tend 
to care about that place and what happens to it. 

The establishment and improvement of Appalachian collections in the 
school and community libraries of the region can make a significant contribu¬ 
tion to what Harry Caudill sees as a needed “cultural upheaval.” Appalachian 
collections in use throughout the region can help bring about what Charles O. 
Jackson calls a “social redefinition of the region.” By contributing to a heighten¬ 
ed awareness of Appalachia as an American region with a distinctive history 
and heritage, Appalachian collections can be of practical value to people in the 
region. Many Appalachian communities, when they lost their schools through 
consolidation, lost also a valuable sense of identity. There is no way back to 
the intimate sense of bounded community that may once have existed when 
the school was, in effect, a community center. Not only school consolidations 
but improved roads and the introduction of other improved means of com¬ 
munication, together with other economic and social changes, mitigate against 
such a return. But as the historian George Brown Tindall points out in his book 
The Ethnic Southerners, people don't always lose their identity as a result of 
change; sometimes they find it. And it is possible for people in Appalachia to 
discover an enlarged identity and sense of community through increased 
familiarity with their region’s past and present. Appalachians can come to an 
understanding that people in western North Carolina, in east Tennessee and 
north Georgia, in east Kentucky and West Virginia—that is, people throughout 
the Appalachian region—share a past, a present, and a future with common 
problems and possibilities. 

As a result of greater familiarity with their region’s history and culture 
young people can come to see Appalachia not as a place to escape from but 
as a place with an interesting past, a challenging present and an exciting future. 
Appalachian collections, properly used in curricular offerings, can help young 
people see in Appalachia a place, as Wendell Berry puts it in a poem, “whose 
possibilities I am one of.” In the remaining years of the twentieth century, 
nothing educators can do is likely to be more important than helping Ap¬ 
palachian people—from grade school through the university—know more about 
the history, culture, economics and politics of their region. 

Educators convinced of the need for an Appalachian collection, or of the 
need to improve current holdings, nevertheless appreciate guidance in deter¬ 
mining the value of what is already on their library shelves and in deciding 
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what should be added to make their collections adequate. This Checklist, Pur¬ 
chase Guide and Directory is a response to that felt need. The items in the 
Checklist and Purchase Guide have been suggested by knowledgeable people 
from many academic disciplines. The Directory of Appalachian centers, pro¬ 
grams, newsletters, publications and activities affords access to the resources 
of a network of individuals and groups concerned with the Appalachian region. 
Neither the list nor the directory is exhaustive. The Checklist and Purchase 
Guide should be considered the nucleus of a good Appalachian collection. Em¬ 
phasis is upon what is essential and available, but the list contains both old 
and new titles, since many of the older works have been recently re-issued. 

Some suggestions for using the Checklist: 

1) Inventory your library’s holdings and determine how many titles your 
library already has that belong to an Appalachian collection. (You may discover 
titles not on the list which nevertheless should be a part of your Appalachian 
collection.} 

2) Assign priorities to those items that you don’t have in your library. Begin 
systematically to acquire them. You may want to form an Appalachian Studies 
Committee or Appalachian Heritage Committee of teachers and interested com¬ 
munity members for this purpose. 

3) Highlight the collection. House it in a separate part of the library. Prepare 
a master list to which supplements may be added as the collection grows. 

4) Publicize the collection. Let the whole school and the whole community 
know of its existence. 

5) Don’t slight audio-visual materials. After all, much of what is unique 
and valuable in the Appalachian heritage of song, story, dance, art, and crafts 
is truly audio-visual, appealing directly to the eye and ear. Many aspects of 
Appalachian traditions are best preserved on film, slides, disc records, cassette 
and video tapes. Oral history tapes should be a part of your collection. 

6) Keep your Appalachian collection growing. Acquire one of the more in¬ 
clusive bibliographies, such as the Appalachian Bibliography or the 
Bibliography of Southern Appalachia. Subscribe to a bibliographical up-date 
such as Appalachian Outlook, and to some of the journals containing reviews 
of new publications (Appalachian Notes, Appalachian Journal). Write to the 
university and regional presses and ask to be placed on their mailing lists. 

7) Make the Appalachian collection the center of school and community 
events throughout the year. The showing of a newly acquired film, for instance, 
might serve as the occasion for an afternoon or evening program. Appalachian 
writers, poets, historians, and scholars might give readings or lectures in the 
part of the library where the Appalachian collection is shelved. Different clubs 
and organizations in the community might be invited to hold one of their 
meetings in the school or community library, where they might become ac¬ 
quainted with the Appalachian collection and its usefulness for their activities 
and interests. 

8) Use the Appalachian collection as a resource for community projects. 
Every Appalachian state has a federally-funded arts council or commission, 
as well as a state-based humanities council. These agencies make grants to local 
groups and organizations for many kinds of projects. An Appalachian collec¬ 
tion in the local school or community library could be an important resource 
for carrying out many projects, and might be an advantage when applying for 
various kinds of grants. 
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9) Make your own contributions to the Checklist, Purchase Guide and Direc¬ 
tory. As you work with the collection you will become aware of books, films, 
organizations and publications that should become a part of your holdings and 
resource directory.
